In other words the rubber core 
will have to travel from fairway to 
green via the air route. |

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Mayor Clarke is in favor of a 
paid board of aldermen. He argues 
that a man who has to earn a liv- 
ing cannot afford to spend his 
time in the discharge of alder- 
manie duties without pay.

are paying commissioners we 
should not have to pay aldermen 
for doing work that the commis- 
sioners are paid to do.
